SENATOR CALLS

| Thomas Denounces the

Jurist on Senate Floor 
for Recent Incident. 


(By a Staff Correspondent.) _ 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 8.—[ Special.) 
~-Senator Thomas of Colorado declared 
in the senate today that Judge K. M. 
Landis of the United States District 
court at Chicago ought to be impeached 
because he ordered a witness to dis- 
card a wrist watch he was wearing 
in court. 

Senator Thomas said: “He asked 
the witness upon the stand who was 
wearing a wrist watch whether he be- 
longed to the army,”- Senator Thomas 
said. “The reply was that he did not. 
The judge then ordered him to take 
the watch from his wrist, saying that 
ho man should be permitted to wear a 
wrist watch who did not belong to the 
army or navy. 

“I think a member of the bench 
guilty of such infinitesimal, contempti- 
ble despotism should be impeached. I 
think any judge who would so conduct 
himself betrays by such conduct his 
utter unfitness for that or any other 
public position.” 


Defended by Lewis. | 

Senator Lewis of Illinois rose to 
Judge Landis’ defense. He expressed 
the belief that Judge Landis was jok- 
ing. 

“I cannot conceive for a moment 
that he really meant seriously to re- 
prove the witness,” Senator Lewis said.

Two other questions of vital inter- 
est were decided by ‘the peace confer- 
ence today. They may be summarized 
as follows: | 

A supreme economic council to 
handle all questions of finance, 
food, blockade, and contro! of ship- 
ping and raw materials was estab- 
lished at the suggestion of Prest- 
dent Wilson. The new council, 
which will relieve the supreme 
war council of much routine work, 
will consist of five members of 

On President Wilson's recom- 
mendation, two civilian representa- 
tives of each government were 
added to the armistice commission. 
This will have the effect of remov- 
ing the armistice terms from ab- 
solute military dictation under 
Marshal Foch.

Second—There is to be a judi- 
cial tribunal, before which nations

Germany Menaced Anew 


as David Is Chosen 
President. 


BERLIN, Thursday, Feb. 6.—[By the 
Associated Press.]—Delayed—tThe in- 
ternal situation in Germany is s€rious- 
ly menaced by numerous Spartacan 
groups who are showing themselves in 
the north and east coast cities and at 
various places in central and southern 
Germany. The newspaper publication 
of war bulletins on happenings on the 
new German-Polish and German-bol- 
shevik fronts adds to the nation’s woes. 

While the Spartacan insurgents have 


_ apparently been routed in Bremen, they 


are fomenting fresh riots at Hamburg, 
Kiel, and Lubeck and are becoming ex- 
tremely bold in Dusseldorf, Gotha, 
Jena, Erfurt, and Eisenach. In Berlin 
government troops are carrying on a 
renewed search of houses for concealed 
Weapons and ammunition because of 
the open threats of the communists 
that a new insurrection is being organ- 
ized. . 

Rioting in Kiel on Wednesday result- 
ed in a number of dead and wounded. 


David Elected President. 


WEIMAR, Friday, Feb. 7.—[By the 
Associated Press.]—Dr. Edward David, 
for many years one of the leaders of 


‘ the German Social Democratic party, 


today was almost unanimously elected 
president of the German national as- 


sembly. 
Dr. David is one of the under secre- 


‘ taries of state for foreign affairs. He 


received 374 out of a total of 399 votes, 
the Independent Socialists withholding 
their votes. 

A Weimar dispatch dated Friday 
and received Friday night erroneously 
reported that Carl Kautsky, aiso an 
undersecretary of state for foreign af- 
fairs, had been elected president of 
the assembly. 


Speech by New President. 
Mr. David’s speech was little more 
than a repetition of the words of 
Chancellor Ebert on Thursday, espe- 


cially when he referred to Alsace-Lor- | 


raine and the union of Austria with 
Germany, both of these references 


- being loudly cheered. He said that the 


old German structure had been de- 

stroyed and appealed to the assembly 

to build up a new and better house in 

the place of the old one. 

' Dr. David brought a wave of ap- 

proval when he said that political self- 

discipline was a pre-condition to politi- 

cal gelf-determination and another 

whem he declared that the assembly | 
shouga be the headquarters of the free 


word, 
“Ripe for Democracy.” 

. Germany was a country ripe for 
democfacy, he continued, but he 
warned the assembly that the eyes of 
millions of people in the world were 
cirected toward it. Germany, he said, 
¢eould earn the confidence of this world 
only by rapid creative work and must 
understand tow to bridge the gulf to 
cobperative understanding. 

His greeting to Alsace-Lorraine and 
the declaration that Germany would 
not stop insisting that it.have the 
right of self-determination evoked a 
great demonstration, as did his refer- 
ence to the Austrians, whom he said 
he hoped to be able to welcome as 
colleagues, 

At Work on Cabinet. 

The composition of the cabinet ap- 
pears to be the principal problem com- 
manding the attention of the new Ger- 
man lawmakers, meeting here in the 
national assembly. 

The original proposition was to form 
a ministry of fifteen members, seven 
of whom should be majority Socialists. 
four Centrists, and four Democrats. 
The Majority Socialists, however, now 


are understbod to be contending that |= 


they should be certain to have a ma- 
jority which the Independent Socialists 
cannot disturb by any political maneu- 
ver. 

The new ministers probably will bear 
the title of “imperial minister” in- 
stead of “state secretary.” Several of 
them will be without portfolio, even 
though additional portfolios be created.

against Germany. Incidentally M. Lar- 
naude said that the chief danger of 
war coming in the future would be 
found in Germany, the Balkans, and 
the new states in eastern Europe. 


LONDON, Feb. 8—When the su- 
preme interallied war council met in 
Paris today one of the questions which 
it discussed was the gravity of the re 
lations between Germany and Poland, 
according to dispatches from Paris. 
The military danger with which Ger- 
many menaces Poland, it is felt, may 
threaten France later on. So far, it is 
declared, the Germans have turned a 
deaf ear to the injunctions of Marshal 
Foch in regard to the evacuation of ter- 
ritory claimed by the Poles. The Ger- 
mans are holding an army in readiness 
to march into Poland and are con- 
centrating troops in the east. 

The war council is resolved, accord- 
ing to an Exchange Telegraph com- 
pany dispatch, to compel Germany to 
carry out the clauses of the armistice 
and in the renewal of the armistice on 
Feb. 17 will probably impose such con- 
ditions that from the point of view of 
demobilization and disarmament all 
the danger threatening Poland will be 
removed. 

A Reuter patch from Paris 
it is declared in well informed French 
quarters that in view of the German 
attitude toward the Poles, the asso- 
ciated powers may think it advisable 
to consider the question of the occupa- 
tion of the port of Danzig and the rail- 
road from Danzig to Thorn with allied 
and Polish forces.

PARIS, Feb. 8.—The official report 
issued by the league of nations com- 
mittee of the peace conference, issued 
tonight, was as follows: 3 

“ At 10:30 a. m. today, at the Hotel 


Crillon, the commission of the league 
of nations held a meeting marked by 


the same accord of view that has char‘ 


acterized its previous sessions. 


“At the end of the meeting the 
commission finds itself nearing the 


end of its task. A few matters were 
referred to a drafting committee for 
clarification, and these matters still re- 
quire reference back to the commigsion, 
Certain points as originally accepted 
may be reopened for discussion before 
the committee makes its report to the 
conference. 


“On Sunday afternoon the drafting 
committee above referred to, consist- 
ing of MM. Hymans [ um], Bour- 


geois [France], Lord Robert Cecil 


[Britain], and M. Venizelos [Greece], 


will meet in Lord Robert Cecil’s room 
at the Hotel Majestic, in order to pre- 
pare a report for the next meeting of 
the committee.”

“Minister Obata’s startling demand 
that China gag its delegates at the 
peace conference has done great serv- 
ice,” the editorial says. “It has set 
forth effectively and opportunely to the 

hole world the issu@é-of the far east. | 
The issué is whether: this hemisphere 
is Japan’s domain or if China is still 
an independent nation. 

Issue Growing Steadily. 

“Since August, 19149 the issue has 
been growing. From Japan’s ultimatum 
to Germany to what Minister Obata 
calls his friendly visit to the Chinese 
foreign office its development has been 
thoroughly and ruthlessly the logcial 
sequence of events—the taking of 
Tsing Tao, the widening of that wedge 
until it included a large part of Shan- 
tung, the sinister twenty-one demands, 
the Japanese contribution to the undo- 
ing of Yuam Shi Kai, the steady en- 
croachments in Manchuria, the secret 
Russo-Japanese treaty, the blocking of 
China’s entry into the war except 
uhder Tokio’s aegis, the underwriting 
of the corrupt northern militaristic 
party, the series of nefarious loans that 
turned over the resources of an eldo- 
rado for a song, the setting up of a 
civil administration in Shantung, the 
arms alliance of 1918, all the other 
secret agreements, the Lansing-Ishii 
‘paramount interest’ agreement, until 
now we have the naked question, Is 
China a Japanese colony? 

» Only One Meaning Possible. — 

“Can there be any other meaning of 
Minister Obata’s demand? If China is 
 denjed the right to present its case be- 
fore the peace conference, if its dele- 
gates can speak only by and with the 
consent of Japan’s delegates, then it 
has no identity as a nation. Then it 
is a Japanese dependency. | 

“It is for the allies to answer and 
the answer will be implicit in the spirit 
that shall dominaté the peace confer- 
ence and in the form of the peace 
treaty. If President Wilson’s ideals 
are really to prevail, if old world pol- 
itics are to go, if the league be a vital 
force, then now, once and for all, we 
must set our face against this sort of 
imperialist far east. 


Allies Must Accept Challenge. 


“It is for the allies to accept Japan’s 
challenge. The Chino-Japanese rela- 
tions of the last four years must be 
aired. The Chinese delegates must be 
fully heard. The twenty-one demands 
must be reéxamined, the secret treaties 
scrutinized, the illegitimate ones can- 
celled. That to which Japan is justi- 
ged by the test of the new interna- 

onal ethics, for which millions of 
us died, let it have—nothing more.”

If it turns out that that policy | 
is adopted the situation will be that 
anything the railroad administration 
plans now for the government could 
not be carried out.

RURAL TEACHER | 
SHORTAGE SENDS 
WAGES SKYWARD 


‘What has become of the old fash- 
ed country “schoolmarm "? 
‘ounty Superintendent of Schools 


According to Mr. Tobin there are few 
applicants for positions teaching school 
in the country and the young women 
resign after the first payday. The 
saiaries of country teachers have in- 
creased from $60 a month to $30 and 
$86 and in two cases to $100 a month. | 

** Despite the increases in salaries we 
cannot find teachers who will go into 
the country,” said Mr. Tobin. “ They 
take the job and hold it for a month— 
until the first pay day. Then they 
hurry into town with a resignation. 
In two districts we are paying $100 a 
month—the highest wage ever paid to 
a country teacher in the United States, 

“T have an opening for a teacher in 
a school about twenty-five miles south 
and west of Chicago. A year ago this 
position paid $60 a month. Now we are 
willing to pay an efficient teacher $70 
or even $75, but it seems impossibie to 
secure one.” 

Mr. Tobin said the modern girl dis- 
liked country life. 

“They have to light the fire in the 
morning and keep it going all day. 
Teacher is janitor and has to wash the! 
curtains if there are any. It's a clean,’ 
healthful country life—but the girls of 
today would rather take dictation from 
some man in a comfortable office.”

accomplices of such men as “ Dutch ” Becker, 
“Little Joe” Elliott, and Adam Worth, es- 
' tablished a world retreat and headquarters 
for the headline swindlers of their generation. 


There the famous forger on a holiday, 
much like the cecky acter of a late evening 
after his performance gathers with his kind 
and swells himself in the papier maché café 
of after theater life, “showed off” and 
pompously “talked shop” with understand 
ing souls, his brethren of the “ work,” bound 
to him by common interests and ideals. It 
was in this place that Becker, with his glass 
before him, would draw from his waistcoat. 
pockets the properties wherewith he would, 
before the bulging eyes of his envying satel- 


lites, make of a tiny square of blank paper 


a 2 cent postage stamp, colored and drawn 
and edged to imitate perforation, so nearly 
perfect that it would successfully challenge 
inspection—and which he then gummed to 
an envelope which, he mailed to some forging 
friend in a foreign port “on business.” 


They were a gaudy lot, operating under 


conditions which made their success reason- 


ably possible, before the Pinkertons had 
worked out the intricate systems of defense 
for financial institutions and protection 
against organized professional dealers in 
spurious “paper.” Forging is today nearly 
extinct. Save for a few stray upstarts who 
now chance cheating a careless individual, 
\this style of thievery is de trop. “ Heavy 
tricks” are now rarely attempted. But in 
those days “layers down.” the presenters, 
were toiling with both hands, one hand 
“ pushing the phony ” and the other “ raking 
the green.”

Chapman was a man of handsome presence, 
tailored’ with distinction, his impressive 
beard trimmed to fill out an exterior which 
suggested dignified prosperity; he had fine 
features’ and the demeanor of gentility. He 
was a patron of arts, lived sedately in a 
brown stone dwelling near Central park, 
drove in his own barouche, and spent his 
winters in Florida or Italy when he was not 
in a penitentiary. .

An Emergency Starter. 


Says Motor Life: 

It sometimes happens that the 
starter fails to work and the hand 
crank has been left at home or mis- 
laid.

Usually this means more or less delay 
in waiting for the car to appear, ar-| 
ranging for hitching up, ete.

Number. 


The week’s real estate market devel- 


‘ pped much activity, the number of im-

Of 
ware, of a site for a $500,000 plant 
and the $80,000 purchase by the Ilg 
Ventilating company of the site for a 
$250,000 building, the first unit of a 
plant to cost in the neighborhood of 
$1,000,000. 

Lease 60,000 Square Feet. 

In connection with manufacturing 
property a highly important transac- 
tion was the lease by the Isko com- 
pany, manufacturers of refrigerating 
machines, of the two upper floors of 
the big plant of the Northwestern 
Terra Cotta company, containing 60,- 
000 square feet of floor space. A spe- 


celal interest attaches to the transac- 


tion for the reason that the lessee com- 
pany is moving its entire business 
from Detroit here. 

The Seng company, has purchased 
from Charles F. Beck, through J. H. 
Van Viissingen & Co., a tract of 377,- 
679 square feet at the northwest cor- 
ner of Diversey and Crawford ave- 


. nues, with a frontage of 1,146 feet on 


Diversey and 290 feet on Crawford 
avenue, for $100,000, as indicated. The 


‘ property has excellent shipping facili- 


ties, and the purchase was made to 
meet the growing needs of the com- 
pany. The company is now located at 
the southwest corner of Dayton and 
Blackhawk streets, occupying an 
entire block. 

In speaking of plans, President 


‘Frank J. Seng said it is the desire of 


the company to begin work on the new 
plant as soon as possible, but that 
much depends on business conditions. 
If by early summer they are favorable 
work will be begun. The plant gives 
employment to 300 persons. 

Iig Company Purchase. 

The purchase of the Ilg Ventilating 
company, comprises 325x1,333 feet at 
the southwest corner of Crawford ave- 
nue and George street, adjoining the 
purchase of the Seng company, and 
was acquired from Charles F. Beck 
for $80,000. J. H. VanVliissingen & Co. 
were the brokers. The proposed build- 
ing will be three stories, of the unit 
system, the first one to cost about 
$250,000. The company manufactures 
fan blowers and ventilating apparatus 
of all kinds, and gives employment to 
250 hands. | 

The growth of the company has been 
rapid, and has necessitated several in- 
creases in space. The company moved 
from small quarters in East Kinzie 
Street in 1910 to its present location 
on Whiting street, where it has been 
compelled to make several additions 
to its plant. It is interesting to note 
that the company is one of the pio- 
neers in profit sharing with its em- 
ployés. 

$18,000 Annual Rental. 


The plant of the Northwestern Terra 
Cotta company, the «wo floors of which 
have been leased by the Isko com- 
pany, is at the northeast corner of 
Terra Cotta place and Clybourn ave- 
nue, and the lease is for a term of 
years at an annual rental of $18,000. 
Both parties to the transaction were 
represented by Louis Beardslee. 

The entire removal of the company’s 
plant from Detroit is rather convincing 
evidence of the superior advantages of- 
fered by Chicago in a manufacturing 
way. 

In an important hear north side deal

“The reason most projects are now 
being deferred is that heavy decline is 
expected to take place in the cost of 
labor and building materials. Any 
trustworthy information, therefore, 
that can lead to any feeling of confi- 
dence generally as to just what this 
decline will be and when it will come 


is the information needed now to sta- 
bilize conditions and establish a defi- 
nite program for the coming year’s 
operations. 

“Recently the writer had an oppor- 
tunity of securing from many of the 
builders who are still engaged in the 
most important construction work now 
going on in this country, their state- 


ments and opinions as to the future 
conditions. This information was 
gathered during an inspection of the 
great port terminals and other war 
work, in preparing a series of articles 
for the Architectural Record of New 
York. 

No Material Drop. 

The consensus of opinion of all these 
men who are now most closely in touch 
with present conditions is, that there 
will be a further drop in the cost of 
buildings, but that this drop will not be 
very material. The reason given for 
this was, that when some additional 


building projects will go ahead to stim- 
ulate these prices and keep them at a 
level not far below where they are 
now. 

“The building projects which will 
proceed will come from two sources. 
First, from industrial and commercial 
concerns whoge business demands or 


in buildings. In such cases the ex- 
cess cost of buildings will often be 
taken care of by the resulting increase 
in business and charged off in a period 
of probably ten years. The other 
source of building will come from the 
federal and state governments. 


Jobs for Soldiers Seen. 


“It was held that the growing senti- 
ment for giving employment to soldiers 
and utilizing existing resources, will 
soon result in creating legislation for a 
vast amount of construction. The 
average yearly cost of such work is 
$600,000,000, and there is talk of doub- 
ling that. 

“ Additional reasons given for the 
above statements were that labor will 
not come down in price, according to 
Samuel Gompers and the building 
trades organizations, and that for over | 
twenty years, in spite of all panics and | 


hard times, the cost of labor for build- 
ing has steadily advanced. Part of the 
cost of producing building material is: 
labor, for the price of which there is 
little prospect of decline. 

“As to the best method of securing 
the bottom price for any building proj- 
ect, the opinion seemed to prevail that 
an owner could only secure
